The May Report of the Bureau of Lodus- 
tries says that winter wheatis ina much 
more satisfactory state than it was in May of 
last year. Yet it la not uniformly) good and 
there are some districte in which the outlook 
is gloomy. This is noticeably the case in the 
extreme ends of the Province—westward of 
the meridian of London, and eastward of the 
meridian of Kingston, For the large middle 
district the accounts are on the whole favour- 
able, aod the weather of this month has caus- 
el marked improvement to take place 
everywhere. 

The crop of winter rye isa partial failure 
in the eastern counties of the Provioce having 
suffered from winter killing and spring frosts 
From all other parts the accounts are favoar- 
able, 


vine are in a magnificent condition, and give 
promise of an abundant “yield. 

The geseral outlook for fruit beapeaks a 
high average crop of nearly all kinks, con- 
trasting agreeably with the failure of last 
stasap. 

Oats, barley and spring wheat have made

ARIVAL OF ENGLISH ORANGEMEN, 

Thousands of Orangemen bave anivel 
at Belfast from England, Mr. Geddes, 
secretary of the Orange Committes in Lon- 
don, bas sent the following :—"I leave for 
Trolandjto-night with 6,000 Irishmen from 
London, Manchester, and Liverpool. No 
surrender ; Orangemen are determined to 
hold their meeting.” Military and police 
bave been despatched from Belfast and 
Dundald to Newry to aid in preserving 
order, 

INDIGNANT ORANGEMEN, 

Lospon, Jane 8.—The Orangemen of 
this city ‘ata meeting today protested 
against the proclamation of Earl Spen- 
cor directed against the moel- 
fog their brethren annonnesd for 
to-day at Newry, expressed sympatby 
with the Loyaliats of Ireland, and resolved 
to give them every assistance in their 
power. Shortly before the mooting separ: 
ated atelegramwas recoived stating that850 
Orangemen had started for Newry by the 
Stranrear route, 650 more bad sailed trom 
Fleetwood, sod 1,200 from Barrow-in- 
Farneea forthe same destination, The. 
Orangemen who wore to have started from 
England for Newry were stopped by the 
secretary of the Orange soclety owing to 
Earl Spencer's proclamation. 

THS NATIONALIST PROCESSION, 

Neway, Jone 8.—The Nationalists 
erected green arclLes in various parts of the 
town during the forenoon, and 
paraded the streets with bands 
aod banners, O'Brien and Sallivan 
and a numberof their supporters arrived 
by train at three o'clock, The procession 
was formed and proceeded through the 
principal streets, A meeting was held in 
a Geld outside the town, and the usual re- 
solutions were adopted. On the retarn of 
tho Nationalists from the meeting they 
threw stones, and when the procession 
reached the Protestant quarters of the 
town the Protestants retaliated. The 
police finally separated the combatants. 
When the Nationalists arrived opposite 
the Orange Hall they threw stones at the 
building and broke the windows. Several 
shots wore fred. The police and troops 
interfered and four Nationalista and sixty 
Orangemen were arrested, the latter in 
the Orange hall, whence it is stated shots 
wore fired. Many were injared in the 
slray. The Orangemen who were arrest- 
od were discharged except two held on 
cbarge of Oring with intent to ail).

SABBATH DESECRATION CONSIDERED 

At the Prosbyterian General Assembly 
fo Toronto, the report ofthe Commut.ce 
00 Statistios was read,and its consideration 
occupied the rest of the evening. The fol- 
low: y s** «xtracts from the report ; 

Last year the entire nomber of pastoral 
charges, settled or yacant, was 746,tnis yoar 
768, including in both oases thosein the 
delayed retaros, Not to take Prosbytories 
but Synods, there appears on comparison 
that there is a decrease of one charge in 
the Synod of the Maritime Provinces, 
whereas there is an increase of two in that 


of Montreal and Ottawa, an increase of 
one in that of Hamilton and London, while 
that of Toronto and Kingston bas the same 
somber. The oumber of ministers inclnd- 
ing those retired and professors in colleges 
where reported, agents of the Obareh, and 
foreign missionaries, sums op to 683 ; lat 
year they were 660. 

The namber of mission stations report 
elis 117, an increase of 8 upon those of 
the preceding year. Of these 63 are in 
the Synod of Teront#™and Klogston, and 
28 in the Preabytery of Barrie, ¢ 

The number of families was reported 
last year an 05,081, this year 05,195 and 
of single persons away from home worabip- 
ping in congregations where they reside, 
7,464, as compared with 7,288 the year 
before. 

Commapicants on the roll were report- 
od Inst year as being 114,222; this yoar 
114,002, an increase of 880. Of thees, the 
largest number is in the Synod of Toronto 
and Kingston, being 94,678, and of those 
10,667 are inthe Presbytery of Toronto. 
In the Bynod of Hamilton apd London 
80,967 are reported, and of these 6,006 are 
in the Presbytery of Hamilton and 4,185 
in London, The Syned of the Maritime 
Provinees contains 25.857, the bighest 
nomber, 6,610, being in the Presliytery of 
Picton, and-tbhefaext, 4,650,. ln. that, of 
Halifax, . Montreal and Ottaws contsias 

25,856. ‘They toov add that all the Synods 
showed a Urorense sacepi thal of Toronto 
and Kingston, which show an increase of 
590, and of these 612are in the Presbytery 
of Toronto, 

The total amoant promised as stipend 
was $580,200, an increase of $45,089 on 
the year previous, and of this {he Manitoba 
Presbytery shows $18,802. Tho tots) 
amonot paid by congregations alone was 
$677,844, an increase of $83,449, of whieh 


Manitoba's share was nearly one-half,

Avotrastown, Jupe 16.—This piclures- 

qne and quiet hamlet is erred up thie 
wook as never before. Along the shore 
where the foot of man seldom tread, are 
large boothe, teats great and amall,bazaare, 
c’oth grand stands and stands not grand, 
refreshment counters, all with fags ying 
and decorations gay, the alr charged with 
the monsic of bands, the whistles of steam- 
boats bringing in beir thousands of visit- 
ors, and the hoarse topes of fakire and 
lemonade vendors. 

The cooasion of all this? On this spot 
jost one bondred years ago landed our 
brave and loyal forefathers to the number 
of four or five huodred, who preferred to 
attempt to colonize the then bleak north 
country now called Ontario, rather than 
forswear silegiance to the old British flag. 

The program to-day consisted of the 
lnying of the cornerstone of the mona- 
ment, speeches, and lacrosse and base ball 
matches. It may aswell be stated that 
most people thought the whole affair very 
tame and rplritiess. Yet, with the exception 
of an address by Sir Joho Macdonald, the 
program was carried out pretty much as 
printed. I suppose there were between 
two and three thousand people bere to-day 
but tbe vendors of refreshments, and the 
proprietors of merry-go-rouods, and Aunt 
Ballys sald there wasno noney in the 
crowd. From a rpectacalar point of view 
there were millions in the crowd ; from a 
purely practical and busines point of view 
they were labelled N.G, None of the visitors 
who came in by boat from either east or west 
could reasonably complain of disappoint 
ment for ‘n the deligbtfal sail in cush 
delicious weather they found ample con- 
spensaticn for leaving home. The Hero 
reached bere from Belleville with about 
800 on board, and No. 6 Company 15th 
Battalion. This popular steamer made a 
second trip bringing in another crowd all, 
as cenal, beiog delighted with the boat, 
The Varona arrived at 11:30 with pro- 
bably 150 passengers who eaid they bad a 
race with the Alexandria from Belleville, 
and later on with the Reindeer from Napa- 
nee, the Varuna leaving thera io her wake. 
At twoo'clock an address was delivered 
from the grand stand by Dr, Canniff, of 
Toronto, very few listening. At the con- 
clusion be was loudly spplauded by those 
who had the good sense to stay and hear 
the oration.

THE SHOOTING OF TIS WUFR, 
The crime for which Phipps paid the 
pevality this morning was committed on the 


evening of Sanday, Augast 19th, 1853, on 
board the Ferry boat ‘‘Hope,” p'ying between 
Windsor and Detroit, For some time pre- 
vious to the murder Phipps and his wife had 
not been living together, owing, as his wife 
claimed, to his ugly temper and failart to 
support herself aad family, They had had 
several quarrels, bat had always made up and 
lived togetherZagaio. Mra. Phipps had, at 
the time of the marder, been stopping in 
Windsor, and bad, on the fatal Sunday even- 
ing, gone to Detrict and was on ber .retura 
when Phipps rushed on board just as the 
boat was leaving the American shore and 
ran up on the upper deck, drew hia revolver, 
and 
FIRED THREE SHOTS 

at his wife, who, when she saw him approach- 
ing, and thinking of her past troubles, left her 
seat and tried to get out of his way, but failed 
As soon as possible Phipps was captured and 
said it was his wife he had shot, Mrs, 
Phipps expired on the arrival of the boat at 
the Canadian shore, and Phipps was delivered 
up to the authorities by the officers of the 
boat, Before bie trial he, together with 
Greenwood—who was ander sentence of death 
along with Harding for the murder of an old 
man (Maher) and whose sentanocs were after- 
wards commuted to imprisonment for life— 
escaptd from Sandwich jail. Harding is now 
serving his time in Kingston, while Green- 
wood has not been recaptured. Phipps was 
next heard of at Pullman, Ill, where he was 
captured, brought back, tried, found guilty 
and sentenced to be hanged. All efforts to 
scoure a reprieve were unavailing, 

Phipps was born at Hooknorten, Oxford 
shire, Eog , In 1844, and emigrated with his 
family to Victor County, New York, in 1550. 
He bad a university education, but does not 
appear to bave got along.

that, as the work of the session drew to an 
end, their thoughts ahou'd be largely ownter, 
ed upon what they so soon expected to real- 
leo with pleasure, The deaf mutes give way 
tofeelings of joy or sadness much more 
absolutely or indifferently than do hearing 
people, Their enthusiasm or dejection takes 
an ertreme flight or dive, and their conduct 
under much Inflaenoes is difficultte coatrol, 
In sympathy, however, with theit thonghts 
and feelings on such occasions, those in charge 
do not draw the reins of government as tight- 
ly as under ordinary circumstances, and they 
have seldom auy reason to regret their fo: 
bearance.

As voted in these columns at the 
time, Dr.SCarlyle, the examiner, arrived on

The above maxium, founded on tho «x- / 
perience of ages, was never moro forcibly 
ilostrated than in the narrative which 
follows ; and the fact that the children and 
children’s children, of the litle bero aro 


dents of the townabip cf Rawdon will give 
an additional charm tothe tale in every 
particolar. It as firet published io « 
lectare delivered by William Tracy, of 
Utica, N, ¥., om the aubject of “The early 
ssttlers cf Oneida county,” some timo 
Previous to Jane 22, 1848, as wo take it 
from the Victoria Chronie’e (published at 
Belleville) of that date. That paper, after 
referring in complimentary terms to the 
author, Mr. Tracy, saye: 

Ono of the first esttlers in western New 

York was Jadge White, who established 
himself at Whitestown, about four miles 
from Utica, He bronght his family with 
him, among whom wasa wijowed dangh- 
ter with an only ebild, « fine boy abont 
four yoars old. You will recollect the 
country around Was an unbroken forest, 
and this was the domain of the savage 
tribes. 
Jadge White saw the necessity of keop- 
ing on good terme with the Indians, for, as 
be was nearly alone, he was completely at 
their mercy. Aocordinly be took every 
opportanity to asware them of hie kindly 
feelings and to seoure their good wiil in 
retarp. Several of the the chiefs came to 
seo him, and all appeared pacified. But 
there was one thing that troabled him, 
An aged chief of the Oneida tribe, and one 
of great inflaeaoe, who resided ata dis 
tance of a doren mils, bad not been to 
seo bim, nor conld be ascertain the views 
and feelings cf thesachem io respeot to his 
settlement in that region. At last he sent 
A message, and the answer was that the 
chief would visit bim on the morrow. 

‘Iiveto bis appointment, the sachem 
came. Jadge White received him with 
martes of respect, and introduced his wife, 
his daughter and littl: boy. The interview 
that followed was interesting. Upon (its 
result the Jadge was convinced, his seear~ 
ity might depend, and bewas therefore 
exceedingly anxions to makes favorable 
impression apon tho distinguished chief. 
Ho express od his desire to settle in the 
country, to livean terms of amity and 
good fellowship with the Indians, and to 
be usefal to them by introdueing among 
them the arts of civilization. 

The chief beard him out, and then said : 
* Brother, you ask mach and you promise 
mech. What pledge can you give«! your 
faith! The white man's word may be 
good to the white man, yot it is wind when 
*poken to the Indian.” 

‘1 have put my lite io your bands,” said 
the Judge ; ‘is not that an evidence of my 
good Intention ? I have placed confidence 
io the Todian, and will not believe that be 
will abuse or betray the trast that is thas 
repored,’ 

‘8o mach is well,’ replied the chief ; ‘the 
fodian will repay confidence with confid. 
ence; if you will trast him be will trast you 
Let this boy go with me tomy wigwam ; 
I will bring bim back in three days with 
my answer.’ 

If an atrow bad pierced the bosom of 
the mother, she could not have felts 
deeper pang than went to her beart as the 
Todian made this proposal. Sho sprang 
forward, and ranning to the boy, who stood 
at the side of the sachom, looking iato bis 
face with pleased wonder and admiration, | 
she enriroled lim {n ber arme, and press- 
ing him to her bosom was abont to fy 
from the room. Agloomy and ominous 
frown came over the eachem's brow, but 
be did not speak, 

Not eo with Judge White, He knew that 
the suocess of their enterprise, the lives of 
hia family, depended on the dec’sion cfs 
moment.

Judge Chancey White, the chief actor 
in the foregeing tosident, omigranted 
from Seotlandto New England in Jone 
1776, where Lis only daughter was married 
to one Win.

In 1780 
the young husband died, leaving a bright 
little boy, Willie, the child cheracter of 
the touching narrative; and io 1788 
Jodge White, with bis widowed danghter 
and grand-child, moved to what after- 
wards became Whitesborough, where the 
events related took place, There the old 
Jadge died in 1806, and bis daughter was 
married again to John Allen ; the couple, 
with her con, William White, now = man 
io 1808 married » danghter of Barce Chard 
eottling on tho banks of the Trent in the 
midst of the Indians, where be Ilved io 
Peace and quietness until his death, whieh 
took place on April Gib, 1850, being 72 
years old, Hoe raised a family of ten 
children, tit boys and four girls, all of 
whom still urvive him, being now parents 
dnd grand-parents, Of tbe ‘boys’ Philo, 
Melanchoton, Blam, Benoni and Allen 0, 
still live in the township, sed are too well 
known to need (nrther niention, and 
Heory B. hes returned to bis father’s 
nativostato ; while of the ‘guile,’ Fanny 
has for many years been Mrs, Jossph 
Ralph ; Semantha, Mrs, Jacob Sharp ;

As soon as they 
saw the cowboys four of them ran away, but | 
one, bolder than the rest. walked toward 
them, One of the cowboys went out from 
the rest to meet this Indian, and when he got 
bear enough pulled his six.ahooter 
at him

The Indian was hit pretty badly 
| and dropped, Hethen raised himself to « 
sittiog postare and fired at the cowboy whom 
be bit In the breast, He was fatally wound. 
) ed, but while dying pounded four or five shots | 
into the Sree, who was killed, The cowboy 
died soon after. 
| The other cowboys, who had been watchiag 
the fight In the distance, now took after the 
other four Indians, anda lively encounter 
took place, The Indians took refage in a 
coulee and threw ap breastworks, The cow - 
boys tried to storm their position; but the 
Tudiana were too well protectod and stood 
them od. They floally got away.*

THE OHEESE INDUSTRY. 


(T) MARVELLOUS GROWTH in HASTINGS 
PRINCH KOWARD AND ELSEWHERE. 


The following is from » special articlein 
the Torento Globe on progress in dairying 
in Canada >—~ 

The manovfactare of nearly a millign 
and a half dollars worth of factory cheese 
in the year 1870 did not,as might have 


been expected, decrease the quantity of 
home-made—that is farm-made chcoss— 
produced in Ontario, for ithad risen tn 
the previous deoade from 2,087,172 Ibe, in 
1860, to 3,482,747 Il». in 1870, or about as 
much asthe area of cultivated land bad 
inoressed, Tho figures tor the latter year 
are howover only a few thousand in excess 
of those for 1851, when the cleared area of 
the Province was not one-half as great, 
In 1881, however, the home-made pro- 
dact bad greatly decreased, owing to the 
tremendous growth in the meantime of 
the factory system, Of home-made cheese 
ealy 1,701,721 lbs. was produced, while 
the factory prodact ba risen from $1,454,- 
702 to $5,404,464, representiog over five 
and a half million pounds, and an icerease 
of 875 per cent, Ontario bad now O51 
factories employing 1,289 men, 278 women 
and 00 boys and girls,and yielding a retarn 
above the valae of the raw prodact to the 
factoriea of $1,200,000, In the western 
pepingn’s the growth had been great since 
1871, obicfly through the building of new 
factories in counties which ten years pre- 
viously bad bad few or none. 
conntios which bad early been sfadded 
thickly with factories the increase wis in 
the size and product of the factories, not 
io the number, for in the “boom” factories 
had been erected wheré there was not 
room for them to work with due regard to 
economy, and many of these had been 
abandoned. The greatest development 
was in the eastern covnties, along the Bay 
ot Quinte and in the triangle between the 
Ottawa and St. Lawrence, and it need not 
be sald the «fects of this development 
were very marked in improving the soil 
and increasing the prosperity of the district 
Tho increase in the namber of factories 
in several ridings is very remarkable. Io 
Prince Edward the vamber had risen from 
7to2; in South Leede from 151045; 
in Hastings from 10 to 47; while to 
Northumberland and Glengarry, where in 
1870 the cheese industry was inoonsider- 
able, the numbers were respectively 24 
and 16,and even in the little riding of 
Brockville, embracing but the town and 
the neighboring townabip, there wero no 
fower than 15 factories.

IMPROVEMENTA IN CHERSR MAKING, 

Almost from the ostablishments of the 
wory first factory the quality of Canadian 
obeose has been eqaalto that of almost 
any cheese in the world, In 18764 Can 
adian choese maker carried off tho first 
prize at the Centennial in sompetition 
with the world, For many yoars the differ 
once between any two factories in the rate 
obtained per lb. has rarely oxoeeded three- 
quarters of a cont, #0 that the very poorest 
choose is bat liltle inferior, if price offered 
a criterion, tothe very best. The cheese 
makers freely interchanged with each 
other their views on choese making, and to 
the co.operative spirit whish they have 
displayed much of the recent develope. 
uomt of the indusiryis dae, Tho Eastern 
Dairymen's Association in 1880 employed 
Mr. J. B. Harris, then of Antwerp, N. Y, 
and later of Straford, Oat., to visit factories 
in tho eastern countries and give instruot- 
ions to the managers in the most improved 
processes of cheese-making. In that year 
Mr, Harris visited 107 cheese factories and 
in 1882, on a similiar tour of instruction, « 
much larger number. Changes in the 
methods of cheese-making bave not mater- 
ially altered in the past twenty yearr, 
The fin bas in many factories superseded 
the rake, bat this is an improvement in 
detail whieh like other little improvements 
made, bas tended teeconomy moro than 
to improvement io quality. With the 
older appliances ,uhder intelligent manage- 
mont as good cheese as any o2n be mann- 
factared, A change has taken place in 
the management, analagous to the gener- 
al tondeney to combine which is noticed 
in manufactures gonerally, There are 
now many instances of two or three, or 
halfa dozen factories being under one 
management. In the St, Lawrence conn. 
ties there are as many as twenty-four 
under the same control. Tie co-operative 
factory natorally is most popular, bat 
private propristorehip is not apparently 
losing groand, The first bas many ad- 
vantages whore farmers of good business 
ability are found to take an active interest 
in manufacturer and sale, And on the 
other band the co-operative factory often 
shows a tendency to the employment of 
cheap managers, an error which private 
individan’s generally guard against.

In butter-making tho quantity of the 
home made article bas tncreased rnore in 
proportion to the increase of the srea 
ander cultivation. In 1851 there wero 
17,001,682 Iba, made ; io 1861, 25,522,464

The average price has also 
inereased, but the quality, it must be con- 
feased, bas remained much as it was thirty 
years ago. Of late tho increase of cream 
erios and the efforts of the Ontario 
Government, Mr. W. H. Lyneh, sud 
others to secure betser methods of batter- 
making promise to do much for this very 
importaot branch of farm iodustry.

OUT HAY EBABLY. 

When hay is to be used for feeding ani- 
mals on the farm something besiles quan- 
tity or weight is to be taken into considera- 
tion. The ultimate object of the hay is to 
prodace flesh and fat. The grass and 
clover should be eut not with reference to 
the greatest weight of bay, but the greatest 
weight of fosh, If bay is not digested ia 
the stomach cf the animale that eat it, 
noting is produced bat manure. Observa- 
tions show. that a large part of the bay 
made from matare grass and clover is 
wasted, Itis rejected by the animals to 
which it is fed,or it pass through the 
stomach without being digested. As o« 
role, the younger the animals the greater 
is the amount wasted. They cannot digest 
bard snd tongh bay as well as older ani- 
mals cap. Work borses and oxen,ol which 
there are few In the country at present, do 
betler on the bay made from mature grass 
and clover than colte, young cattle and 
mileh cove do. Daring the pit few years 
the producers cf beef and mutton bave 
tarned off their animals at a much younger 
age than was the practice in former timer. 
This of iteelf furnishes on argument in 
favor of early cuthsy. Observations made 
in the sommer show that young animals 
refase to oat the matore stalks of clover, 
timothy and red top. Observations made 
in winter show that decline to ent 
them ‘wLen converted into bay if thty can 
obtaio’other kinds of food. Tho ceneral 
conslusion to be drawn from these obeer- 
vations is that grass and clover, intended 
for young stock should be cut sometimes 
before the seed matures and the stalks 
become bard, If ont at that time the hay 
will become tender and natritious. At the 
period of blorsoming most forage plants 
contain the maximum amount of foliage 
which is of the greatest valoe for food next 
to the flowers thermselver. Cut when most 
of the blossoms are at their fall size clover 
affords hay that is relished by all kinds of 
stock. By entting grass and clover quile 
early mach of the danger ot lodging is 
prevented. It is easier to cut and cure four 
scres of glass or clover that stand upright 
than one that is lodged. The bay made of 
lodged grass and clover is generally of very 
poor quality, Contact with the ground 
has cansed some cf the folisge and blos- 
sors to beceme musty, and insome cases 
to be covered with dirt, The roots of the 
plants are likely tobeirjared by having 
the stochs that spring feom them lodgr. 
Grass and clover grown on rich land ,are 
quite certain to lodge if their cutting is 
neglected to the weds matore, By cntling 
them early two crops may be barvested 
from the same ground. Tho second erop 
will often be as large as the first, and will 
be of special valueto the young animals. 
For forming a good, compact sod; frequent 
cuttings are very beneficial. This is seen 
in the treatment of lawns. The oftener 
they are out the better is the sod produced 
If it is intended to convert a meadow Into 
® pastare it ls advisable to mow it fre- 
quently with s view of making ita firm 
sod. When itis expested to harvest « 
crop of clover seed the first cutting ebonld 
be done carly in the season. When all 
grass and clover were necessarily out with 
a band scythe two mowings of the same 
field involved much Iabor. Now that the 
work of spreading saci raking os well as 
mowing is done by the aid of machisery 
the amountof manual labor is greally 
redaced. Up to the presont me the 
supply cf prairie grase has been so abund- 
ant that fow have tested its valae for hay 
when ent at different stages of ite growth. 
Some are of the opiaion that it makes very 
| little difference at what period of its growt's 
it in out forhay. The practioe isto delay 
ite cutting till the clover and tame grasses 
| are secured.

STATEMENT OF CAPITAL ACCOUNT. 
Orrawa, Jane M,—The twetity-eecond 
feasion of thé Sytiod of the Dioceses of 
Osteris mot bere to-day. Morning prayer 
Was said In Bt. Alban’s church. Shortly 
belore 8 o'clock the Hpnod sasembled In 
the City Hall, His Lordship, Bishop Lewis 
presiding. Rev. A, Spencer, cf Kingstony 
ano Mr. R. V. Rogers were elected clerical 
and lay sccretariee, The anditor's report 
shows that the mission {and debt to the 
Bank of Montreal ba» slightly increased. 
being 6858 .0n lat May. The bank still 
retains $700 of the county cf Bimoos de- 
bentures to cover the overdraft made for 
the fand. The balance at thie debt of 
sasesement food bas been wiped ont, and 
LIG now stands to the credit of the fund. 
A pétition was received from cértain par- 
isbioners of Ameliasburg, Princo Edward 
county, asking forthe removal of their 
presert pastor, Rey. J. A. Morrie, As this 
petition was addressed to His Lordship,the 
Synod decided that it conla not be received: 
The treasurers report shows that the 
ehangts in the securities during the 
past yoar have been as follows: —Oapital 
invested on 80th April 1883, $201.570,sinee 
that date investments in mortgages have 
beoo made to the extent cf $6,400, making 
in all $267,770; payments of $5,050 have 
been received doring the year from capi- 
tal, leaving the present invested capital 
$261,820. Archdeacon Lander presented 
the report of the Mission Board, His 
Lordship then delivered a short address 
giving an account o! the principal work 
performed by him during the year. The 
total number confirmed was 1,047, of 
whow 157 were converts to the Church ; 
five canusdates wore admitted to the order 
of deacons and three deacous were raiud 
to the priesthood ; five new churches snd 
two rew barying grounds were consocra: 
ted. His Lordship stated that he Lad ap: 
pointed Mr. Jamra Shannon, of Kingston, 
Registrar of the Diocose ia the place of 
Mr, Charles Gildersleeve, resigued, The 
pew Registrar had adoplela system of 
registration, which be Lighly approved of, 
Hitherto the work of registering dicctean 
documen's has been almost wholly noglec- 
ted, and he requestel the clergy and 
eburebwardens of every pariah to trauscait 
all tucir records to the new registrar for 
eafo keeping. Heneoslorth every incumbent 
of s parish or arission would be required to 
Sroanee w certificate from the registrar 
that the registers bad been daly dep¢ sited.

ingr. The little one was horribly mained 
in a manner that eannol be described. He 
bad been so long withont food that be bad 
@aten the grass which had grown ander 
the side of the shed, and the ley that 
formed his bed on the ground.
